The formation of thé Bow Valley 


Sugar Beet Growers Association and} 


the activities of this organization 
have attracted widespread interest 
throughout this section of Alberta, 
and caused much speculation as to 
the possibilities of the beet sugar 
industry and what importance it 
would have in the agricultural de- 
velopment of the country. The fol- 
lowing information is published for 
the benefit of those interested in the 
industry. The information was ob- 
tained from the office of the Alberta 
Trade Commissioner in Edmonton, 
and has beer verified by persons 
well acquainted with the industry. 


The annual consumption of sugar 
as sugar in Alberta is 54,000,000 
pounds. This does not include sugar 
consumption in imported candies, 
biscuits, extracts, etc. 

Alberta's sugar production {in 1929 
was 17,600,000 pounds. : 

Alberta's possible production in 
1930 is estimated at 24,000,000 pounds. 

It would require the operation of 


two additional factory units of the, 


same size as the Raymond factory 
to produce the entire consumption of 
Alberta. This production would call 
for the efforts of eighteen hundred 
farmers on thirty thousand acres of 
irrigated land witha production of 
eight tons to the acre. 
There would be 
four thousand 


approximately 
workers concerned 


with (he growing, thinning, harvest-| 


ing and hauling of these beets, About 
one half of these people would be 
concerned with team or trucking 
operations, the other half with the 
hand labor of hoeing, topping, load- 
ing, ete. 

There would be a force of about 


nine hundred people employed dur- 
ing the period ef factory operations 
for ninety days each year, commenc- 


ing October .1, and lasting during 
the slack period of the fall until 
January 10, There would be a per- 
manent force of employees of ap- 
proximately 120. There would be an 
additional capital investment in the 
province of around $3,000,000. The 
monetary value of the raw _ beets 
would range from $1,680,000 up to 
$2,000,000 per year, depending upon 
the market price for sugar. The re- 
tail value of the sugar at 6 cents per 
pound would be approximately 
$3,400,000. 

The production of beets on this 
scale would provide 30,000 acres of 
absolutely clean land, better than 
summerfallow, for the production of 
grain or other crops the following 
year. 30,000 acres of beet 
would provide at least $100,000 worth 
of fall pasture for dairy cattle or 
for fattening sheep or beef cattle. 
An acre of beet tops will carry fifty 
head of lambs or five head of cattle 
for two months in the fall.

There will be 50,000 tons wet pulp 
produced which would be sufficient 
to fatten 45,000 lambs or 6,000 head 
cf cattle, together with other rations, 
or to provide a dairy ration for 
10,000 head of dairy cows. 


There would also be a production 
of 12,000 tons of betalasses which, 
fed at the rate of three pounds per 
day to dairy cows, would provide 
sufficient ration for the winter per- 
fod to feed 46,000 head of dairy 
cows, or to fatten 30,000 head of 
cattle, or 200,000 head of lambs or

The Stumbling Block 


——____. 


Whatever may be the outcome of the naval conference in session in 
London, and at the time of writing it is still problematical and obscure, the 
fact that lending statesmen of the world, engrossed, as they are, with many 
domestic and other problems, and carrying heavy responsibilities, have for 
months doggedly persevered in their efforts to find common ground upon 
which a reduction of armaments can be brought about, is, in itself, one of 
the most hopeful signs for world peace 

Not many years ago such a conference would have, long ere this, 
Lroken up in an open confession of failure, with national feelings more 
emb.ttered than ever, and a still more feverish renewal of warlike prepara- 
tions on the part of all nations. Even if the present conference does not 
succeed in reaching a formal and unanimous agreement, the persistency, 
the intensity with which those participating have sought for a solution is 
encouraging and full of hope for ultimate future success 

The proceedings of the conference as they have dragged along week 
after week, have proven the sincerity of the statements made by the various 
representatives at the opening session, namely, that they and the govern- 
ments they represent are keenly desirous of reaching an agreement, that 
they are anxious ta make future wars impossible, that they believe in the 
wtter and spirit of the Kellogg peace pact, and to that end are willing to 
make what they consider sacrifices to achieve a reduction in armaments and 
a“ consequent lessening of the possibilities of war and of the burden of 
taxation imposed upon their people 

This sincerity of purpose has been demonstrated over and over again 
When any particular formula or plan was found to be unacceptable in any 
porticular to any one nation, the others sought for amendments that would 
rmieet the objections raised. When the objections urged were found to be in- 
surmountable, that formula or plan was discarded, and something different 
hrought forward. Step by step, in sub-conferences innumerable, by direct 
negotiations between those countries which were farthest apart in their 
views, difficulties were gradually overcome 

Just how much has been accomplished, the world does not yet know; 
perhaps little of a really definite nature But the whole effect has been 
boneficial. It is beyond all question that the nations now understand and 
appreciate each other's viewpoints and difficulties better than ever before, 
because it is quite evident that the negotiations have been conducted with 
great frankness, and yet with an absence of that bitterness and ill-feeling 
which existed in past years. Whatever the present outcome, the way, we 
repeat, has been paved to ultimate success 

And what is the obstacle to immediate success, assuming that it cannot 
at this time be achieved? It is that the centuries-old racial dislikes, sus- 
pcions, superiority complexes, and religious differences still project: them- 
selves and live in this twentieth century of the Christian era. Each and 
every nation indignantly denies and rejects the idea that they entertain, 
desire or propose any policy or act of aggression against any other nation. 
But each and every nation is, nevertheless, demanding security against other 
nations, In a word, while professing their own honesty of purpose, they 
remain doubtful and suspicious of their neighbors 

Here in Canada we may find it somewhat difficult to understand this 
attitude, and be inclined to question the sincerity of those who adopt it 
But if we pause for a moment'and ponder over the problem a bit, we will, 
perhaps, come to appreciate the Furopean viewpoint somewhat better. And 
in doing so we, too, may learn a lesson of importance to ourselves, our 
communities, and our Dominion 

After all, what is the chief cause of friction, ill-will, bitterness and 
suspicion right here in Canada, and in our own community? Does it not 
arise out of differences in racial origin, different languages employed, 
differing forms by and through which we worship the same God? Are we 
not suspicious and distrustful of our neighbors simply because their racial 
origin differs from our own, because their mother tongue is not ours, 
because their religious thought and church observances differ from ours? 
We feel that they should conform to our ideas and ways of thought, and 
because we feel this, we imagine that they, in turn, are trying to impose 
their ways upon us. 

It is the same European nightmare in a somewhat milder form. We 
want and demand security. Instead of armies and navies, we.place reliance 
in laws, regulations, prohibitions. France would bring all Furope to her 
way of thinking, Germany to her way. We, in Canada, seem to demand 
complete assimiliation, absolute uniformity. It is the same principle. And 
it is a principle if persisted in, and carried to its logeal conclusion, results 
in ill-feeling, bitterness and strife, and makes peace impossible of attain- 
ment. 

A broader education, a truer appreciation of the fact that all men are 
brothers, that a man’s a man for a’ that, a nearer approach to the spirit of 
the Christ, is an essential of world disarmament and peace, just as it is an 
essential to community betterment and national peace and _ progress. 
Demands for security will only be unnecessary and die when we no longer 
entertain suspicions and fears of those against whom we would arm in one 
form or another.

Has Measure 
Bearing On Public Works 
Contracts 


Eight-hour-day legislation for la- 
bor by contract or day labor on all 
public works of the Dominion of 
Canada is to be introduced into par- 
liament by Hon. Peter Heenan, min- 
ister of labor. 

This advanced step in the interests 
of Canadian labor will be incorporat- 
ed in a bill, which will also deal with 
the question of fair wages. 

At the present time, laborers on 
Dominion public works are paid the 
rate prevailing in the locality in 
which the work is being carried on. 
But, under the measure which will be 
brought down by Mr. Heenan, the 
minister of labor will have power to 
enforce fair and reasonable rates, 
if in his opinion the prevailing scale 
of wage in any particular locality is 
too low. For the past 30 years, fair 
wage provisions for labor employed 
by contract or day labor on Do- 
minion public works has been effect- 
ed by order-in-council. The bill will 
now give a status of parliamentary 
guthority in respect to the payment 
of fair wages.

"Crime In Ontario 


Increases In Serious Crimes Shown 
In Provincial Police Report 
Increases in several of the more 
serious crime categories were noted 
in the annual report of the Ontario 
provincial police which was tabled in 


the legislature. Prosecutions during © 


1929 totalled 13,158, an increase of 
1,883 over the figures for the preced- 
ing year. 

Increases were noted in the number 
of murders, manslaughter charges, 
offences against women, suicides, 
automobile fatalities and drownings. 
Last year there were 20 murders in 
the province, compared to 14 in 1928; 
28 manslaughter charges, against 18; 
83 suicides against 58, automobile 
fatalities totalled 248, while there 
were only 162 in 1928, and drownings 
increased from 144 to 191. Deaths 
from other causes numbered 188, 
compared to 248 in 1928.

umb’a, Ontario, New Brunswick and 
Nova) Scotia. 


Any, government headed by a Pro- 
gressive premier would be looked 
on with favor in regard to unem- 
ployment relief. He said that no re- 
quest had come from the Alberta, 
or Saskatchewan governments for re- 
lief. - 

The prime minister spoke for two 
hours. He did not believe there 
existed in Canrda at present an 
emergency which would justify the 
Federal administration in embarking 
on any program of unemployment re- 
lief or engaging in any scheme of un- 
employment insurance. There must 
always be a certain amount of sea- 
sonal ‘slackness in outdoor work dur- 
ing the winter months in Canada, 
That had always been the case and 
always would be. He did not feel that 
the Federal Government was called 
upon to ask the taxpayers to bear a 
burden which rightly lay on the 
provinces. 

On Monday last, said Prime Minis- 
ter Mackenzie King, he had moved 
the House into committee of supply, 
but Mr. Heaps had moved an amend- 
ment requesting the. government to 
act in the matter of unemployment. 
The House was far from united as 
to what was in Mr. Heaps’ mind. One 
phase that had been emphasized wa3 
that unemployment was a_ national 
problem. He didn't think this could 
be questioned, but a great deal de- 


pended on what inferences would be | 
drawn from it. If it meant a nation- | 
al problem to the exclusion of the | 


provinces and municipalities, then 

the point could not be admitted.

| WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


The proposal to build five steamers 
of 7,000 tons each, for the carriage 
of coal from Britain to Canada, has 


been dropped for the time being in 
view of changed shipping conditions. 

The Indian population of Canada 
has increased by 3,118 during the 
past five years, according to the five- 
year census of the Department of In- 
dian Affairs. At the end of 1929 the 
population stood at 108,012 

The Angora parliament has passed 
the law giving women the right to

’ British: Medical Association 


More Funds Required To Finance Big 
Meeting To Be Held In Winnipeg 


The committee of medical’ men in 
Winnipeg who are in charge of the 
arrangements for the meeting of the 
British Medical Association in that 
city next summer, have requested 
Manitoba members of parliament, 
particularly Dr. J. P. Howden, of St. 
Boniface, to ask the Federal Govern- 
ment for more financial assistance. 

The meeting of the British Medical 
; Association will be an event of his- 
toric importance. It is 24 years since 
the association met in Canada, the 
last occasion being in 1906 when the 
meeting took place in Toronto, 
| It is estimated that the cost of 
looking after the delegates, providing | 
entertainment for them and suitable | 
accommodation for their sessions, will | 
be $60,000. It is understood here | 
that this does not cover the expenses 
of the delegates 1n any way, shape 
or form. Each delegate will come 
from Great Britain at his own ex- 
pense. 

So far the Federal Government has 
agreed to give $20,000 to the com- 
mittee.

| Typewriter For the Blind 


Leipzig Publishing House Produces 
A Portable Outfit 

A typewriter for use of blind per- 
sons has been invented by Fraulein | 
Tony Mahler, librarian of the Ger- | 
man Central book publishing house 
for the blind in Leipzig. It is con- 
structed as is the ordinary type- 
writer excepting that it has only six 
keys, one for each of the six char- 
acters of Braille; Moreover, the ma- 
chine is unusually small, weighs 
about three pounds and could al 
most be carried about in the pocket. 

Instead of printing, the machine 
indents the Braille characters on 
especially prepared paper so that a 
blind person can read it with his 
fingers as he does a Braille-printed 
book. The typewriting paper comes 
in sheets forty inches long. The

Betis: Feed Standards 


New Regulations Require a More 
Careful Elimination Of Weed 
Seeds 

Better feed oats and barley is as- 
sured by the new regulations of the 
seed branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which require 
a more careful elimination of weed 
seeds. Under these new regulations, 
while wild oats and other grains pres- 
ent are taken into consideration, the 
quality of the grain itself now main- 
ly determines the grade. 

In the past there have been fre- 
quent complaints, especially from the 
eastern feeders, of the excess of 
weed seeds contained in feed grain 
from the west. Under the grain in- 
spection practices now in force even 
the lowest grades of feed oats and 
barley may have not more than 3 
per cent. of weed seeds. 

With this new system. of inspec- 
tion in operation, eastern feeders 
will be able to buy oats and feed bar- 
ley on certificate, and with much 
greater assurance as to the cleanli- 
ness and quality of the grain so pur- 
chased.

. Congestion In Prisons 


Penitentiaries In Nearly ‘All thé 
Provinces’ Are Over-Crowded 

Federal penitentiaries in every 
province of the Dominion except Bri- 
tish Columbia dre seriously over- 
petiole se it was learned at Ottawa. 
Over-crowding is particularly aggra- 
vated at Prince Albert penitentiary 
and in recent weeks the warden of 
that institution has suggested to 
Ottawa that the surplus prisoners be 
transferred -to Stony Mountain. The 
warden at Stony Mountain has re- 
ported to Ottawa that there is ab- 
solutely no room for more prisoners 
there, and that the penitentiary is 
more crowded than it has been for 
many years. He does not report 
that any prisoners are suffering be- 
cause of congestion. 

The justice department at the 
moment is completing plans for the 
erection of two additional penitenti- 
aries in Canada, one at St. Vincent, 
Montreal, and the other at Kingston, 
Ont, As soon as the new institu- 
tions are completed the prison popu- 
lation will be re-distributed. It will 
be recalled that a few years ago 
several prisoners were transferred 
from Portsmouth penitentiary at 
Kingston to Stony Mountain. It will 
be possible to bring back such of 
thege prisoners as have not complet- 
ed their sentences.
